A telegram from Waehingtoji which

WASHINOTON, Nov. 28.—It transpires 


to-day that the mission of W. J. Mize, 
secretary of the democratic state commit- 
tee of Illinois, who is in Washington at 
present, is in connection with the post- 
ofiioe at Deoator, 111.
